GREAT B R I T A I N compromised on a democratic idea) this 


wook-t'tid but avoided a war. 
Allied for many years with the radical democracy 


•I< ranee, the British were finally confronted with one of two 
choices: Either a continuation of the radical international 
policies ol the French and (heir futile tool the League of 
Nations, which meant, a war with the- Fascist powers, Italy 
and Germany; or, Britain could return to her original pos- 
ition and trade individually with the separate powers. 


Britain "fired" Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 


and opened ncKofiations with Italy. 
The British plan is 


fairly clear—to he so friendly with both Kaly and Germany 
that the Fascist powers won't be friendly enough with each 
other to risk bein.ir unfriendly toward Groat Britain. 


Only two philosophies of peace 


are possible in Europe: One is a 
continenj 
so divided that Great 


Britain holds the balance of power; 
and the other, a continent patroll- 
ed by the economic boycotts-of the 
League of Nations—a i/olicy that 
has failed and has been discarded. 


The United States watches these 


events strictly as an observer, with 
no right either to approve or crit- 
icise.

The navy is some- 


thing more than just ships cruising 
under a tropic sky, operated by nattily 
uniformed 
young men "seeing the 


world" on picturesque shore leave in 
Yokohama or Algiers. 


Behind all this is a sheer admin- 


istrative and business problem 'that 
makes the navy "big busincs" with a 
vengeance. 


Here are some of the jobs that the 


navy does with smoothness and pre- 
cision, just in the course of the day's 
work: 
Keeps in service 535 vessels of all 
types and 1,122 airplanes. 


Guards and operates naval property 


in which the taxpayer has invested 
almost $3,000,000,000. 


Provides training, living quarters, 


food, and clothing for more than 100,- 
000 men. 


Operates 11 navy yards, 18 hospitals, 


20 offices of the hydrographic service, 
58 radio stations, 24 drydocks and 15 
shipbuilding ways. 


Builds ships, planes, torpedoes, man- 


ufactures powder, maintains 41 marine 
barracks. 


Spends more than $500,000,000 a year, 


including more than $100,000,000 for 
supplies.

LITTLE ROCK—(fP)—Flood 
crests 


on the swollen. Arkansas river moved 
into the state's central counties Mon- 
day and the Weather Bureau further 
reduced the predicted top reading for 
Little Rock but raised the indicated 
reading for Pine Bluff where 1,500 
WPA workers were sandbagging the 
dikes. 


The revised forecast was for 27 


feet here Tuesday and 32 feet at Pine 
Bluff Wednesday. 


The lower sections of Little Rock 


and North Little Rock were invaded 
Monday by the 
swirling 
current. 


North of Pine Bluff the river banks 
were caving, but the gaps were being 
filled with sandbags. 


Approximately 5,000 persons were 


driven from their homes by back- 
water and levee breaks along the 
state's major streams.
